On Novembor 28, 1045, a 17- 
eur tombinatlon passenger, 
frelght and circus troin was 
derailed in heavy fog at the 
Rubiera station near here when 
it ran, full specd Into an open 
siding, The assistant engincer 
was Killed immediately, 

The ernsh split opén one of 
several circus cars and tumbled 
the smashed cages of nine lions, 
one hyena, three monkeys and 


snukes of various species into 
the fields, 
The lions imineliiately ate 


tacked their trainer and tore him 
to pieces, They then mauled 
three of the passengers,  In- 
cluding a woman and a British 
soldicr, and escaped into the 
fields, 

The lion roamed the country- 
side for several days, killing 
and eating three peasants and 
devouring, cows and calves, 

Posses of soldiers and peasants 
tracked down and killed eight 
of the Hons, The ninth was cap- 


tured ands returned — to” the 
circus, 

Engineer Donato was charged 
with direct complicity in the 
deaths of the three peasants 
because he, allegedly, did not 
exercise judicious care by 


taking his train into the siding 
at such high speed, 

Donato replied that he could 
not see the signals and that at 
that time the 
was in chaos because of the 
war, ° 

The state-controlled rallway 
has paid indemnities to the 
relatives of those killed jn the 
wreck plus restitution to the 
circus ‘company for loss of its 
animals.—United Press,

The Assistant Scerctary of 
State, Mr George McGhee, warn- 
ing the nations of South Asia 
nnd the Near Enst to build up 
thelr defences agalnst Commun- 
ism, sald today: “Savict nambi- 
tions Include taking over, sooncr 
or Inter, inhabitants of the vast 
territory in the Mediterrancan 
and Indian Occan areas.” 


Declaring, “Peoptes of the Near 
Enst and South Asin are in- 
creasingly disturbed by the 
threat of Sovict aggression and 
by developments in Korea and 
China,” Mr McGhee satd, “There 
Is ptrowing recognition on. thelr 
part that their own truce Interest 
calls for a step-up in their own 
efforts to strengthen their Indlvi- 
duat and collective defences.” 


Spenkingt of Turkey, Mr Mc- 
Ghre said, “The Turkish brigade 
of 4,500 men in Korea is 
equivalent population-wise — to 
34.100 American troops, We 
have all followed with admira- 
tion the fine prowess of the 
Turkish soldicrs in Korea,

Your Glass 


Curtains 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


SUCH beautiful glass curtain 
fabrics, as there are this year! | 
And so casy to keep clean, too, 
for all but the vory flimsicet of 
fabrics may be washed in the 
machine. That is, if curtains are 
sturdy ahd in good condition, 
Otherwise it has to be a hand 
job. re . 

For this, shake gently to re- 
move dust, Soak first in clear, 
cool water (85-90 F.) for 10 to 
15 minutes, Repeat, if neces- 
sary. Wash in lukewarm, soapy 
water, Make n very heavy, mild 
suds. Squeeze suds through 
fabric gently, but don’t rub. 
Squeeze out water, talsing care 
not to twist fabric, Rinse three 
times in lukewarm water, 


To wash by machine us¢ 
lukewarm, soft water and a 
heavy, mild suds, Run washa 
from 3 to 5 minutes, Wash 
again, if necessary, for 2 
minutes, Extract water. Rinse 
three times in lukewarm water, 
two minutes for. cach rinse, 
Sheer curtains do need a light 
starching, And always starch 
all curtains In one room in the 
same starch solution so all will 
have the same finish. - 


Curtain Sfrotchors 


Dry on curtain stretchers it 
possible (do not use on rayon 
curinins)- Or, hang curtains 
carefully over clothesline, 
straightening edges carcfully. 
Curtains with hems in the bot- 
tom can be dried by hanging on 
the rod at the window, one rod 
at each window, and running a 
heavy, rust-proof rod through 
the bottom scam.

Ironing 


For a fine and easy job of 
handling sheer curtains, wt 
suggest a stcam iron, especially 
if curtains have’ been starched 
with a plastic starch. For plain 
curtains, iron ‘solvage edges 
Orst. Iron from top hem down. 
For ruffled curtains, if you do 
not have a steam iron, iron the 
body of the curtain, from top 
hem own, ironing ruffies last. 
Some women prefer to iron 
ruffles first, but as ruffles retain 
molsture longer try ironing body 
of the curtain first. Iron with 
grain of fabric. With steam 
iron, iron ruffles first 


Brush ball trim with a nail- 
brush; usc whiskbroom on 
fringe, If cirtalns have been 
ironed’ with a‘steam fron, hang 
immediately. The slight moisture 
left from steam ironing, makes 
them drape well and hold their 
folds, If this cannot be managed, 
place them flat ona table or 
bed, until ready to hang.

Washington, Jan, 21. 

The Office of Price Stabilisa~ 
tion (OPS) aimed today at a 
simultancous freeze of about 
2,000,000 prices by the end of 
the coming week.
